SPEED LIMITS. Alabama has a maximum speed limit of 65 mph on specified rural 
interstates and 55 mph on open highways unless otherwise marked. Lower speed 
limits are posted in business and residential areas and in other places a slower 
_speed to the safe movement of traffic. ca 
PASSING AND TURNING. Alabama has a permissive right-turn-on-red law. A. 
driver may turn right on red after making a full stop and seeing that the way is 
clear, unless a sign forbidding such turns is posted at the intersection, 
All traffic in all lanes must stop for a school or church bus while passengers are 
getting on or off. The bus will be marked with flashing red lights and stop signals. 
Vehicles must travel in the right-hand lane except to pass or turn left. 
Exceptions to this are one-way streets or those with other requirements posted. 
Drivers may pass on the left only after seeing that the way is clear, giving an 
audible warning in rural areas, and if the portion of the road does not have a “Do 
Not Pass” sign or solid yellow line. Passing is prohibited while crossing a railroad

ACCIDENTS. Any accidents with $250 or more in property damage or an injury 
to any person must be investigated by a law enforcement officer. Any driver 
involved in an accident is required to give first aid to others involved. Vehicles 
involved in an accident should not be moved. In addition to the report made by 
the law enforcement officer, each driver must complete an SR-13 report. The 
investigating officer can help in obtaining a form and answering any questions. 
DRIVING UNDER THE INFLUENCE. Any driver operating a vehicle under the 
influence of alcohol is subject to prosecution under Alabama’s DUI law. Upon first 
conviction, the driver may face up to one year in prison and a fine of $250 to $1,000. 
The driver license is automatically suspended for 90 days and attendance of DUI 
school is required. Further sanctions are applied for second and subsequent 
conv 
SAFETY BELTS AND CHILD RESTRAINTS. Alabama law requires children 
under age three to occupy approved child restraints while riding in vehicles 
registered in the state. Troopers encourage all passengers of all vehicles to use 
safety belts and child restraints. 
EMERGENCY VEHICLES, Drivers must yield to emergency vehicles displaying 
red or blue flashing lights and sirens. Pull as far to the right as possible and stop to 
let the emergency vehicle pass. Law enforcement officers usually display blue 
lights, although some use a combination of red and blue. Other emergency 
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CONTROLIED ACCESS HIGHWAYS. Controlled access highways are designed 
for efficient movement of heavy traffic. Drivers may enter or exit only at designated 
places. On most, the entrance ramp is long enough to allow the driver to match 
the speed of merging traffic. Backing is not allowed on these highways, the 
shoulders oron ramps. Crossing the median is prohibited. 
PEDESTRIANS, BICYCLES AND MOTORCYCLES. Pedestrians are required to 
walk facing oncoming traffic. Drivers should be alert for pedestrians. Pedestrians in 
crosswalks have the right-of-way but must obey traffic signals. Bicycles must 
follow applicable Rules of the Road, including using the right side of the road and 
obeying traffic signals. 

Motorcycles and motor-driven cycles must obey all traffic laws. Riders must 
wear helmets and shoes. Operators must be licensed drivers. 

Pedestrians, bicycles, motor-driven cycles, ridden animals and animal-drawn 
vehicles are not allowed on controlled access highways. 
RECIPROCITY. Alabama cooperates with other states through reciprocal reporting 
of traffic infractions. Information about a uniform traffic citation received by any 
driver will be sent to the state that licensed that driver and placed on that driver's 
record. Tickets must be settled on or before the court date specified on the UTC. If 
not settled, the driver is liable for additional charges and may face license 
suspension, which entails additional fines and fees. 
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
